world. If this were done only from Wall- 


street to the Park it would very largely in- 
crease the facilities of Broadway, and con- 
tribute very sensibly ‘to ‘the business facili- 
‘tiés of the lower part of the City. 
The experise would be. considerable, but 
not more than adequate for the advantages 
J reveived. The portions of the buildings to 


be taken for use as a sidewalk, being “ pri-, 


vate property appropriated to public. uses,”

The fact that Senator Browntow is an 
avowed supporter of SznrzR is enough to 
prove that the proposal to change a policy 
for which Tennessee Republicanism is re- 
sponsible is not intended to reflect unfairly 
upon the party’s rule in that State.

come to be thought their obligations as citi- 
zens will escape if possible; it is also a gross 
tax—and an imposition on them. The pay 
to jurors is less than that of common labor- 
ers; a good mechanic can make twice as 
much money per day at his bench as he can 
in the jury-box, and there are very few of 
the multitude from whom jurors are selected 
whocan afford to give their time to the 
country at the insufficient rates which it 
offérs for jurors. The country has no greater 
moral right to require that a citizen shall 
make sacrifices as @ juror than as a Judge or 
clerk of a court, and certainly these officers 
are not underpaid. And contestants in civil 
suite have no right whatever to the unre- 
quited pay of a juror sitting to settle their 
business. 

It is the matter of pay which should be 
settled first of all, in order to enable courts to 
secure the services of jurors. The Govern- 
ment should fix the rate of pay for jurors in 
all criminal cases at a figure which will 
justify men of sense and judgment in acting 
in that capacity. In all civil suite the parties 
to the litigation ought to be required, when 
a jury is demanded, to pay the fees of the 
jurors just as they pay those of their lawyers. 
In this way good men will be found willing 
to serve; instead of the low class of “ pro- 
fessional jurors” with which the courts are 
now afflicted, men of education would be 


found to act; and, far

be decided on the papers by educated judges 
or referees. Paradoxical as this reasoning 
may appear, it will be found, as it has been 
found in England and France, to be sound 
and sensible. Good wages paid by Govern- 
ment secures sensible jurors in plenty, and 
where the juror’s fees have to be paid by the 
litigants, it decreases the number of jury 
trials in civil suite.
